(46 of 1959), the Central Govcinment hereby makes the 
fol'owing rules, namely :— 

1. Shoit title, commencement anc) application.—111 These 
rules may be ca'lccl the National Savings Certificates (VI Issue) 
Rules. 1981. 

(2) They shall come into force on the 1st day of May, 
1981. 

(3) They shall apply to the National Savings Certificates 
(VI Issue). 

2. Definitions.—In these rules, unless the context otherwise 
requires— 

( 1 ) “Act" means the Goveinment Savings Certificates 
Act, 1959 (46 of 1959) ; 

(ii) "Certificate" means the National Savings Certificate 

(VI Issue); 

(iii) "Co-operative Society” means a society registered or 

deemed to have been registered under the Co-opera¬ 
tive Societies Act. 1912 (2 of 1912) or under any 
other haw for the time being in force ; 

(iv) “Corporation’' means a corporation established by or 

under any law for the time being in force, but does 
not include a company ; 

(v) "Form" means a fomi appended to these rules ; 

(vi) “Goveinment Company” means a company as de¬ 

fined in section 617 of the Companies Act, 1956 
(1 of 1956); 

(vii) "Identity Slip” means an identity slip issued to a 

holder of a certificate under rule 12 ; 

(viii) “Local Authority” means a municipal corpomtion, 
municipal committee, district board, body of port 
commissioners or other authority legally entitled to 
or entrusted by the Government with the control 
or management of a municipal or local fund ; 

(ix) “Old Certificate” means a certificate issued under the 

Post Office Savings Cerliflcafcs Rules, 1960, or the 
National Savings Certificates (First Issue) Rules, 
1965, or (he National Savings Certificates (TV Issue) 
Rules, 1970 or the National Savings Certificatea 
(V Issue) Rules, 1973, or a Bond issued under the 
National Development Bonds Rules, 1977 ; 

(x) “Post Office” means any post office in India doing 

Savings Bank work, 

3. Denoroinafions in which certificates shall be issued.— 
The National Savings Certificates (VI Issue) shall be issued in 
denominations of Rs, 10, Rs. 50, Rs, 100, Rs, 500, Rs. 1,000 
and Rs. 5,000. 

4. Types of Cerlificate" and Issue thereof.—(1) The Certi- 
ficates shall be of the following tyjjes, namely :—■ 

(a) Single Holder Type Certificates ; 

(b) Joint ‘A’ Type Certificates ; and 

(c) Joint 'B’ Type Certificates. 
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(2) (a) Single Holder Type Ccitiflc.ites may be isined to an 
adult for himself or on behalf of a minor or to a minor. 

(b) Joint ‘A’ Type Certificates may be iisued to two adults 
payable to bolh holders jointly oi to the siiivivoi. 

(c) Joint ‘B’ Type Certificates may be ismed jointly to 
two adults payable to cithei of the holders or the survivor. 

5. Purchase of Certificates..—Ccitificatcs may be purchased 
for any amount. 

6. Procedure for purchase of certificates..—Any person 
desiring to purchase a certificate! shall present at a post office 
on or after the 1st day of May, 1981 an application in 
Form I (obtainable free of cost at all cost offices) either in 
person or through his messenger or through an authorised 
agent of the Small Savings Schemes. 

7. Purchase of Certificates on behalf of others —A person 
or body specified in column I of the Table below may pur¬ 
chase certificatefs) on behalf of persons specified against 
his or its name in the corresponding entry in column TI of 
the said Tabic : 

Providad that the persons specified in the said column TI 
are eligible under these rules to purchase certificates.

book for withdrawal from the post office savings 
bank account; 

(iv) Surrender of a matured old certificate duly discharged 

as follows—■ "Received payment through issue of fresh 
certificate vide application attached”. 

9. Tssue of certificates.—(1) On payment being made under 
rule 8, except where payment is made by a cheque, pay order 
or demand draft, a certificate shall noimally be issued imme¬ 
diately, and the date of such certificate shall he the date of 

payment. 

(2) _^cre payment for the purch.rsc of a certificate is 
made by a cheque, pay order or demand draft, the ceitific.ite 
shall not be issued before the proceeds of the cheque, pay 
order or demand draft, as the case may be, are re.ifised and 


the date of such certificate shall be the date of encashment of 
Ihe cheque, pay order oi demand diaft, as the case may 
be. 

(3) If foi any icason a certificate cannot be issued imme¬ 
diately, a pixrvisional receipt shall be given to the purchaser 
which may latci bo cvch.tnged for a certificate and the date 
of such ccrtific.itc shall be as specified in sub-rule (1) or sub- 
rule (2), as the ca.se may be, 

10. Certificate in lieu of proceeds of old certificate,—A 
holder of an old certificate entitled to encash that certificate 
may make an application in Form 1 for the grant of a certi¬ 
ficate under these rules; on receipt of such an application, there 
shall be issued to the applicant a cei tificate under these 
rules, Ihc dale of I'isiic being the date on which the old certi¬ 
ficate duly discharged is picscnted. 

11. Irregular holding.—(1) Any cci tificate pui chased or 
acquired in conlravenlion of these rules shall he encashed 
by the holder as .soon as the fact of the holding being in 
contravention of ihcsc rules is discovered and no iii.eicst shall 
be paid on any holding in contravention of thc^e rules. 

(2) If any inteiest has been paid on any holding which is 
in contravention of these rules, it shall be forthwith icfund- 
ed to the Government failing which the Government shall be 
entitled to recover the amount involved from any money 
payable by the Government to the investor or as an a:tear of 
land revenue. 

12. Identity Slip.—(1) If a request for the issue of an identi¬ 
ty slip is made any time by an individual adult holder of 
a certificate incuding a holder on behalf of a minor or by 
joint holders to the post office where the certificate stands 
Tegisjtercd, ap identity slip shall be issued to such holder or 
holders on his or their signing the identity slip, 

(2) The Identity slip shall be surrendered at the time of 
the final discharge of the certificate or in case of its loss, a 
declaration of such loss shall be furnished to the post office 
in the form laid down by the Director General, Posts and 
Telegraphs. 

13. Transfer from one post office to another.—(1) A certi¬ 
ficate may be transferred from, a post office at which it 
stands registered, to any other post, office on the holder 
or holders making an application in the form laid down by 
the Director General, Posts and Telegraphs, at either of 
the two post offices.

(3) Without prejudice to the provisions of sub-rule (2), un 
authorised Postmaster ahall give his consent to the transfci 
of a certificate held on behalf of a minor only if at the time 
of the pioposed transfer, a parent or the guardian referred to 
in sub-clause (i) or, as the case may be. sub-claus« (iil, of 
clause (b) of section 5 of the Act, certifies in writing, that the 
minor is alive and that such transfer is in his interest. 

(4) In every case of transfer, other than a transfer under 
rule 16, the original certificate shall be duly dischaigcd and 
the new certificate bearing the same date as that of the origi¬ 
nal certificate surrendered shall be issued in the name of the 
transferee. 

15. Transfer from single holding to joint holding and vicc-

Posts 
and Telegraphs, by the transferer and the Iransferec, the Post¬ 
master of the office of registration may, at any time, permit 
the transfer of any certificate as security to¬ 
la) 1he President of India or Governor of a State in his 

official capacity; 

(b) the Reserve Bank of fndia or a scheduled bank, 
or. a co-operative society including a co-opeiative 
bank; 

(c) a corporation or a Government company; and 

(d) a local authority: 

Provided that the transfer of a ccrtific.ntc purchased on be¬ 
half of a minor shall not be permitted under this sub-iulc 
unless the paren' or the guardian of the minor referred to in 
sub-clause (i) or. as the case rray be sub-clause (iif of clause 
(b) of section 5 of the Act certifies, in ivriting, that the minor 
is alive and ihe transfer is tor the benefit of the minor. 


(2) When any certificate is transferred as security under 
sub-rule (I), the Postma.stcr of the office of registration shall 
make the following endoiscment on the certificate, namely;— 

“TiansfeireJ a? secuiiLy to . 

(3) Except as otherwise provided in these rules, the transferee 
of a certificate under this rule shall, until it is ic-ti ansferred 
under sub-rule (4), be deemed to be the holder of the certi¬ 
ficate. 

(4) A certificate transferred under sub-rule (2) m.iy, on the 
written authority of the pledgee, be re-tiansfencd with the 
previous sanction in writing of the authorised Postma.ster and 
when any such ic-tiansfer is made, the Postmaster of the 
office of regivtiation shall make the following endonement on 
the certificate, namely— 

"Re-transferred to .". 

Note 1.—A Gazetted officer of the Government accepting 
the certificate as security under sub-rule (1) or releasing the 
pledge under sub-rule (4) on behalf of the President or the 
Governor of a State, .shall certify that he is duly .authorised 
under his dated signature and seal of office that as a duly 
or deeds on behalf of the President of India or the Governor 
of the Slate. )jiving the particulars of the number ,ind dale of 
the notification of the Government authorising him in this 
behalf. 

Note 2.— An officer of the Reserve Bank of India or a 
scheduled bank or a co-op>erative society including a co-opera- 
trve bank, a corporatron or a Government company or a 
local authority, as the case may be, accepting the certificate 
au security undci sub-rule (1) or releasing fhe pledge under 
sub-rule (4) on behalf of the respective institution, shall certify 
under his dated signature and seal of office that he is duly 
authorised under the aiticle.s of the said inslituion, to execute 
such instruments or deeds on its behalf. 

(5) Where as a result of several endorsements made under 
sub -1 ules (2) and (4) on a certificate, no space is left for 
making further endorsements of a like character on that cerli- 
fic.ite, a fresh certificate may be lusued by the Postmaster of 
the office of registration in lieu of such certificate. 

t6) A fresh certificate issued under sub-iulc (5) shall be 
treated as equivalent to the certificate in lieu of which it has 
been issued for all the purposes of these rules. 

17. Replacement of lost or destroyed certificate,—(I) If a 
certificate is lost, stolen, dcstloyed, multilated or defaced, the 
pcr.von entitled thereto may apply for the issue of a duplicate 
certificate to the post office, where the certificate is registered 
Ol to any other post office in which case the application will 
be forwarded to the post oflicc of registration. 

f2) Every such application shall be accompanied by— 

(a) a statement showing particulars, such as, number, 
amount and date of the certificate and the circum¬ 
stances attending such loss, theft, destruction, mutila¬ 
tion or defacement; 

(b) an identity slip, if any. 

f3) If the officer in charge of the post office of registration 
iu satisfied of the loss theft, destiaiction, mutilation or deface¬ 
ment of the certificate, he shall issue a duplicate certificate 
on the applicant's furnishing an indemnity bond in the form 
laid down by the Director General, Posts and Telegraphs with 
one of more approved sureties or with a bank’s guarantee : 

Provided that where the face value or the aggiegatc face 
value of the certificate of certificates lost, stolen, destroyed, 
mutilated or defaced is Rs. 500 or le.ss, a duplicate certi¬ 
ficate or certificates may be issued on the applicant furnishing 
an indemnity bond without any such surety or guar.intce: 

Provided further that where such application is made vvilh 
respect to a certificate mutilated or defaced, of whatever face 
value, a duplicate certificate may be issued without any such 
indemnity bond, siirefv or guarantee, if the certificate muti¬ 
lated or defaced and the identity slip, if any, aie suirendered 
and the certificate is cap.rble of being identified as the one 
originally issued. 
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(4) A duplic;itc cei'Liflcate issued under sub-iiile (3) shall be 
treated as equivalent to tlie oriKinal certificate for aU the 
purposes of these rules except that it shall not be cncush.tble 
at a post office other than the post office at which such certi¬ 
ficate is rcgistcicd without previous verification. 

18. Nomination..—(1) Subject to the provisions of stib-iulcs 

(2) to (6). the single holder or joint holders of a certificate 
may, by fillins in necessary particulars in Form 1 at the time 
of purchasing the certificate, nominee any person who, in the 
event of death of the single holders or both the joint holder.s, 
as the case may be, shall become entitled to the certificate and 
to the payment of the amount due thereon. If such nomination 
is not made at the time of purchasing the certificate, it may 
he made by the single holder, the joint holders or the surviving 
joint holder, as the case may be, at any time after the purchase 
of the certificate but before its matuiity, by means of an 
application in Form 2 to the Postmaster of the ollice at which 
the certificate stands registered. 

(2) There shall not be mote than one nominee, except in 
cases where the denomination of a cer.ificatc is Rs. 500 or 
more, 

(3) No nomination shall be made in respect of a ccuificate 
applied for and held by or on behalf of a minor. 

(4) A nomination made by the holder or holdeis of a certi¬ 
ficate under this rule may be cancelled or varied by submitliny 
an application in Form 3 affixing posiagc stamps of the value 
specified in sub-rule (2) of rule 29 togeincr with the ceitificate 
to the Postm.'isler of the post office at which the certificate 
stands registered. 

(5) Separate applications for nomination or cancellation of 
a nomination or variation of a nomination shall be made in 
respect of certificates registered on different dates. 

(6) The nomination or the cancellation of a nomination or 
the variation of a nomination shall be elfective from the dale 
it is registered in the post office, which date shall he noted on 
the certificate.

Or arithmetical mistakes with respect to that certificate, 
provided that it docs not involve any financial loss to the 
Government or to any such person. 

32. Power to relax—Wheie the Central Government is 
satisfied that the operation of .any of the provisions of these 
rules causes yjjdue hardship to the holder or holders of a 
certificate, it may. by order, for reasons to be recorded in 
wrjtjne. relax the requirements of that provision in a manner 
not inconsistent with the provisions of the Act.

G.S.R. 31(HE) .—^In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 12 of the Government Savinss Certificates Act, 1959 
(46 of 1959), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following rules, namely :— 

1. Short title commencement and application—-Cl) These 
rules may be called the National Savtags Certificates (Vn 
Issue) Rules. 1981. 

(2) They shall come into force on the 1st day of May. 
1981. 

(3) They shall apply to the National Savings OrtLficates 
(VII Issue). 

2. Definitions.—In these rules, unless the context other¬ 
wise requires— 

(1) "Act" means the Government Savings Certificates Act. 
1959 (46 of 1959); 

(li) “Certificate" means the National Savings Certificate 
(Vn Issue): 

(Hi) “Co-operative Society” means a society registered or 
deemed to have been registered under the C^o-operative Socie¬ 
ties Act, 1912 (2 of 1912) or under any other law for the 
time being in force; 

(iv) "Corporation” means a corporation established by or 
under any law for the time being in force, but does not 
include a company; 

(v) "Form" means a form appended to these rules; 

(vi) “Government Company” means a company as defined 
in section 617 of the (jompanies Act, 1956 (1 of 1956) ; 

(vii) "Identity Slip” means an identity slip issued to a 
holder of a certificate under rule 12; 

(vlii) "Local Authority” means a municipal corporation, 
municipal committee, district board, body of port commis¬ 
sioners or other authority legally entitled to or enrusted by 
the Government with the control or management of a muni¬ 
cipal or local fund; 

(lx) “Old Certificate” means a certificate issued undtr the 
Post Office Savings Certificates Rules, 1960, or the National 
Savings Certificates (First Issue) Rules, 1965, or the National 
Savings Certificates (IV Issue) Rules, 1970. or the Narional 
Savings Certificates (V Issue) Rules, 1973, or a Bond issued 
under the National Development Bonds Rules, 1977; 

(X) “Post Office" means any post office in India doing 
SaGngs Bank work, 

3 Denominations in which certificates shall be issued—^The 
National Savings Certificates (VIT Issue) shall be issued in 
denominations of Rs. 100, IRs. 500, Rs. 1000 and Rs. 5000 

4, Types of Certificates and Issue thereof.—(1) The Certi¬ 
ficates shall be of the following types, namely : 

fa) Single Holder Type Certificates; 

(b) Joint ‘A’ Type Certificates; and 

(c) Joint 'B’ Type Certificates. 

(2) (a) -Singl* Holder Type Certificates may be issued to 
an adult for himself or on behalf of a minor or to a minor. 


( 2 ) 
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(b) Joint ‘A’ Type Certificates may bo issued to two adults 
payable to both holders jointly or to the survivor. 

(c) Joint ‘B’ Typo Certificates may bo issued jointly to two 
adults payable to either of the holders Or the survivor. 

5. Purchase of Certificates.—Certificates may be purchased 
for any amount. 

6. Procedure for purchase of certificates.—Any p;- jn de¬ 
siring to purchase a certificate shall present at a post office 
on or after the 1st day of May, 1981 an application in 
Form 1 (obtainable free of cost at all post offices) either in 
person or through his messenger or through an authorised 
agent of the Small Savings Schemes. 

7. Purchase of Certificates on behalf of others.—A person 
or body specified in column 1 of the Table below may pur¬ 
chase Mrtifleatefs) on behalf of persons specified against 
his or its name in the corresponding entry Irt column IT of 
the said Table. 

Provided that the persona specified in the said column II 
are eligible under these rules to purchase certificates.

(2) Where payment for the pnrehase of a certificate is 
made by a cheque, pay order or demand draft, the certifi¬ 
cate shall not be issued before the proceeds of the cheque, 
pay order or demand draft, as the rase may be, are realised

10. Certificate in lieu of proceeds of old certificate.—A 
holder of an old certificate entitled to encash that certificate 
may make an application in Form I for the grant of a 
certificate under these rules; on receipt of such application, 
there shall be issued to the applicant a certificate under 
these rules, the dale of issue being the date on which the 
old certificate duly discharged is presented. 

11. Irregular holding.—(1) Any certificate purchased or 
acquired in contravention of these rules shall be encashed by 
the holder as soon as the fact of the Ijoldlng being in con¬ 
travention of these rules is dheoveret^ and no interest shall 
be paid on any holding in contravention of these rules. 

(2) If any interest has been paid on any holding which is 
in contravention of these rules, it shall be forthwith refunded 
to the Government fading which the Government shall be 
entitled to recover the amount involved from any money 
payable by the Government to the investor or as on arrear 
of land revenue. 

12. Identity Slip.—(1) If a request for ihe issue of an 
identity slip is made at any time by an individual adult 
holder of a certificate including a holder on behalf of a 
minor or by joint holders to the post office where the certifi¬ 
cate stands registered, an identity slip shall be issued to such 
holder or holders on his or their signing the identity slip. 

(2) The identity slip shall be surrendered at the time of 
the final discharge of the certificate or ip case of its loss, 
a declaration of such loss shall be furnished to the post 
office in the form laid down by the Director General, Posts 
and TelegraphB.
